A 3 p.m, cease-fire was later dec- 
lared, but Beirut radio reported that 
fighting continued and warned that 
all approaches to the Lebanese ca- 
pital were unsafe.

Peretz defiant at rally

ASHDOD. — The port here was 


" elosed yesterday for the second 


successive day and the shutdown 
affected other industries in the 
city for a couple of hours as 
workers meetings were held. This 
was done to dramatize the pro- 
test of the workers against the 
sentence of two months in jail 
imposed Tuesday on Yehoshua 
Peretz, leader of the port work- 
ers. 

Tt was still not known last night 
when the port will reopen-and yes- 


: terday. three ships of the 10 ships 


here left the harbour for Haifa to 
unload their cargoes there. 

The police allowed some 2,000 
workers to hold a protest demons- 
tration which went in orderly fa- 
shion along the main Rehov Hanas- 
si to end at the parking lot on the 
geashore. Despite this show of sup- 
port for Peretz, there was pressure 


ἃ from some groups of port workers 


who want to return to work. These 


. groups pointed out that their pay 


cheques have been small lately be- 
cause of slack work at the port. 

But the feeling was that the port 
would remain closed today. The 
local Labour Council will meet with 
Histadrut Secretary-General Yeru- 
ham Meshe! today, and Peretz might 
be present at the meeting. 

At the Ashdod demonstration, the 
Secretary of the local Labour Coun- 
ctl, Rafi Cohen, called on the Gov- 
ernment and the Histadrut to help 
both Ashdod and Peretz out of 
“their present predicament.” 


‘Peretz, speaking hoarsely to the 
gathering, said he was “willing to 
swear I did not make a mistake 
(when he closed down the port for 
almost a day in July after a Border 
Police guard asked him to identify 
himself at the gate) but acted in the 
best interests of the workers... to- 
morrow if I had to do it again IT 
would do so... especially since I 
Jenow that each and every one of you 
is solidly behind me in the fight for 
better conditions.” 

With regard to nearly 500 tons of 
avocadoes, waiting to be shipped 
from Ashdod port, Yehuda Rouah, 
operations manager of Agrexco, told 
The Post that if the strike continues 
the produce exporting company will 
have to send the shipment by air, ” 
costing three times as much and 
bringing heavy losses. This is an es- 
pecially important shipment he said, 
as it is the beginning of the season, 
clients are waiting for the fruit, and 
me “price is good ($1,200 per ton 
+0.D.). 

In conversations with several cap- 
tains of the ships in port, they voiced 
their surprise at the strike. One said 
that he thought Israel was a poor 
country, but not that poor if it could 
afford the luxury of such strikes. An- 
other captain said that he thought 
that after Dr. Kissinger had “brought 
about some measure of peace bet- 
tween the Jews and Arabs, maybe he 
should come back to bring about 
peace among the Jews.” 

While the port workers were strik- 
ing, the captaing gave seamen on 
the remaining seven ships in port no 
respite. They spent the day ‘busy 
with brushes and paint.

NEW YORK. — Silva Zalmanson, 
who has been on a hunger strike for 
16 days to dramatize her plea to visit 
her husband in a Soviet prison, col- 
lapsed outside the UN yesterday 
morning after hearing a terse, ne- 
gative response from the Soviet Em- 
bassy. 

Miss Zalmanson, who came to the 
U.S. to hold a hunger strike because 
“there are no Soviet representatives 
in Israel,” was taken to the Beth 
Israel Medical Centre shortly after 
she collapsed at the Isaiah Wall, 
across from the UN. 

A doctor at the hospital said the 


- 30-year-old woman, who is seeking 


the release of her husband, Eduard 
Kuznetsov, and her two brothers from 
Soviet prisons, was in fair condition. 
He said she would be admitted to the 
hospital for several days of tests and 
observation. He said she is suffering 
from low blood pressure, low sugar 
levels, from dehydration and expo- 
sure, She has taken nothing but wa- 
ter during her hunger strike. 

At a news conference outside the 
hospital, Malcolm Hoenlein, director 
of the Greater New York Conference 
on Soviet Jewry, said Miss Zalman- 
son collapsed a short time after she 
was read a negative response from 
the Soviet Ἐπὶ in Washington 
to her request that she be allowed 
to visit her husband. 

Miss Zalmanson, her husband, her 
brothers and five other persons were 
arrested in 1970 on charges of “anti-

Soviet activity” after an aborted at- ἡ 


tempt to steal an alrplane and flee 
from the Soviet Union. Miss Zal- 
manson was released from a Soviet 
prison camp last year after a storm 
of worldwide protest and immigrated 
to Israel. Her husband is serving 2 
15-year sentence. The couple had 
been married only five months be- 
fore their arrests and have seen each 
other only once since that time, 
Hoenlein said. 

Human rights Commissioner Elea- 
nor Holmes Norton read the terse 
Soviet reply: “Silva Zalmanson is not 
@ Soviet citizen and is now a citizen 
of Israel. We believe that affairs of 
a citizen of a third country have 
nothing to do with American-Soviet 
relations.” 

Acco to the commissioner, 
when she attempted to obtain a visa 
for Miss Zalmanson from the Soviet 
mission to the UN, she was referred 
to the Soviet Embassy. 

A spokeswoman for the New York 
Womens Coslition on Soviet Jewry 
said that upon her release from hos- 
pital, Miss Zalmanson would go to 
‘Washington to continue her fight. 
New York Senators Jacob Javits and 
James Buckley, as well as a number 
of representatives, have pledged their 
support, the spokeswoman said. 

Although Miss Zalmanson, who lost 
7,25 ke. said she wanted to continue 
her hunger strike, her supporters 
said they feel she will agree to end it,

Galili: ‘Difficult struggle

MEROM HAGOLAN. — The Govern- 
ment should speak out clearly if it 
wants to strengthen Israel's hold on

TEL AVIV. — The 460,000-strong Jewish community of Argentina is 
in grave danger, but has no wish to be rescued, Arye Dulzin, acting 


chairman of the Jewish Agency, told newsmen in 


yesterday,

Reporting on his recent mission to extricate the Jewish educational 
system in the South American republic from financial troubles, Mr. 
Dulzin said he expects the army to assume power in the near future. 
This, he sald, would pose a serious threat to the financial and social 


position of most Jews there. 


Mr. Dulzin sald that before his trip, from which he returned two 
weeks ago, the Jewish Agency worked out a detailed programme to 
rescue Argentina's Jews. However, he said, the leaders of the Jewish 
community made it quite clear that they had no desire to be “rescued.” 

The leadership of Argentine Jewry was hardly worthy of such a 
large Jewish settlement, he noted. Nor was it particularly representa- 
tive of the entire community. He characterized the Jewish leaders as 
“political functionaries" who divided up the posts between themselves. 
Students, intellectuals and large Jewish clubs were unrepresented, 


he said. 


Even emissaries from Israel] seemed swept aside by the prevalent 
Jeftist-Arab propaganda which identified Israel as an “American im- 
periallst lackey." He called for a change in criteria in choosing such 


emissaries in the future. 


The immediate reason for Mr. Dulzin’s visit was a strike among 
the 1,500 teachers in Jewish schools in Buenos Aires, who demanded 
8 250 per cent salary increase. Mr. Dulzin noted that the Jewish 
Agency helped the community solve this problem for the present, but 


other problems, including a low level of instruction, remained.

‘Israelis not hospitable 
enough to tourists’

TEL AVIV. — Attempts to “break 
down the tourist ghetto walls” 
which surround most visitors to Is- 
rae] are now being studied by the 
Ministry of Tourism, Avraham Ro. 
senman, 61, newly-appointed direc- 
tcr-general of the Ministry, said 
yesterday, 

“Most tourlsta see an awful lot 
of Israel — but very little of Is. 
raelis not connected with the tourist 
industry," he said, adding that most 
Israeli families did not invite tour- 
ists to their homes. 


Commenting on the tourist situa- 
tion in general, Rosenman noted 
that abroad there was a reversal 
of the downward trend. In Israel, 
however tourism is still decreasing, 
although slowing down. 


Several factors are working 
against tourism to Israel: the lack 
of charter flights, high prices here, 
the general security situation (which 
has improved on the one hand due 
to the interim agreement, but has 
worsened, on the other, due to the 
“unrest” in Lebanon), and the pos- 
sibility that air fares might be 
raised. 


He hoped that 600,000 tourists 
would come in 1975, only a five per 
cent drop from 1974 (which had a 
six per cent drop compered to 1973). 
So far, in the first nine months of 
1975, some 455,000 tourists came, 
compared to 484,500 in last year’s

THE CURRENT Metal Week is 
Israel's second industrial show this 
year, and in a way the more impor- 
tant of the two. Fashion Week la now 
@m annual event, aimed at presenting 
*— and selling — running production. 
The meta! display 15 intended to sum 
up the industry's progress over the 
past few years, and to provide an 
ity for making contacts and 
Planning ahead. The metal In- 
dustry’s production amounted Sast 
year to about DLi1b., or one αἱ 
of our ‘industry's total output. This 
year it in expected to increase 6 per 
cent (in real terms), while most 
other industries may lose ground. 
And it occupies a prominent place in 
all programmes for developing our 
manutfa sector. 

The high hopes pinned on the 
chemical industries have of late lost 
some of their lustre. Fashion goods 
are fi; hard to hold their own in 
aslumping world market. Even elec- 
tronics are facing rough sailing, 
while the food industries are by and 
large limited by the smallness of the 
home market. Thus metal process- 
ne "- ἘΝ seen as the (Moat promis- 

eld for expansion. Moreover, it 
ranks high as a me in our 
technological progress and in 
providing employment for skilled 
workers and academic personnel. 

Fortunately, further expansion in 
this Held has ἃ good basis on which to 
build. Israel is no newcomer to metal 
manufacturing and our in- 
dustry is a far cry from what we had, 
say, ten years ago. Since 1965 the 
metal industry's labour force has in- 
creased by about one half, its output 
has almost trebled, and exports have 
grown about tenfold. The industry 
has at the same time made im- 
pressive headway in the quality and 
range of products. It has outgrown 
the workshop-and-assembly stage, 
has acquired a solid base of 
manufacturing skills and 
manegerial experience, and haa 
learned to introduce and apply new 
techniques. In a number of products, 
local designs and developments have 
stood the test of international com- 
petition. Moreover, a substantial 
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part of the industry's output has 
shifted from consumer goods to 


equipment. 


THE INDUSTRY now comprizes 
several factories of imternational 
size and potential (Israe) Aircraft In- 
dustries, Soltam, Ashot, 1568. 
Hamat, Urdan), and a number 
high-grade spécialist plants (6. 
America-Iarae] Blades, Carmel" 
, TAT, Bet Shemesh engines, 
Naan Mechanical Works, Vargus, 
Kulso, .Cabizan). About two, 
dozen companies have exports ex- 
ceeding half a million dollars a year. 
Manufacturing activities now in- 
clude steel casting (grey, stainless, 
pressure and mould) and rolling; 
forging (of steel, aluminium, and 
other metals), extrusion (including 
high precision complex profiles); 
machining; various finlshing 
techniques; and fine mechanics. 
Products range from iron bars and 
‘pipes to automotive parts, tools and 
dies, construction components, 
agricultural implements (pickers, 
sprayers, cultivators), armoured 
vehicles, missiles, cannon, planes, 
bome appliances and industrial 
equipment (presses, guiliotines, 
heat exchangers, pumps, blowers, 
turbines, even machine tools). 
Plants Intended to produce ceramic 
castings, Wankel mofors, and tanks, 
are in preparatory stages, and ex- 
pected to go on stream in the near 
future. Of late the industry has 
successfully carried out a number of 
complex’ e: projects, in- 
cluding turn-key plants set up 


abroad. 

Conditions wolld thus seem ap- 
late for the industry to surge 
ahead. In fact, however, its expan- 
sion is by no means sure, and 
depends on the solution of several 
problems. Quite apart from still in- 
adequate financing and a shortage of" 
skiiled personnel, it must now face a 
far-reaching change in the market 
structure, which will put its viability 
to a serious test. ᾿ 

‘First and foremoat, work for the 
Defence Ministry — which has been 
the meta) industry's mainstay — is 
unlikely to go on increasing as it has 
been to date. The manufacturers 
seem to be right in denouncing the

Ministry's purchasing policy, and in 
claiming that it does not make full 
use of the production potential 
available in this country. Recent 
cuts in the Ministry’s budget have 
reduced its spending power in local 
currency, but not the funds put at its 
disposal by the American loans and 
gtants. As a result, some products 
which could be manufactured locally 
are ordered abroad (at a greater 
cost in foreign currency.). 

The respective amounts can only 
be guessed at, hut may be estimated 
at IL500m. this year, Le, at about 10 
per cent of the orders placed here (if 
not more), It cannot be denied that 
this policy should be reversed, thus 
providing more work for local 
plants. However, this point should 


not be exaggerated. As Israel moves 
from staunch defence to negotiated 
withdrawal, and relies aver: bards 
Heavily on lo; Ὁ suppe! m the 
US., its ova defence stron will in 
variably gradi ljecrease. 
course, 1 may still develop sub- 
stantial exports of military 
hardware, but in the long run these 
too are likely to be affected by the 
smaller local orders. The impor- 
tance of this trend can be gauged if 
one keeps in mind that military 
items now account for approximate- 
ly one half of the metal industry's 
total output, including about one fifth 
of that for abroad. Of the industry's: 
exports, defence items account for 
about two thirds. τὰ 

Secondly, the market for non- 
defence metal products is also likely 
te change. Demand for building com- 
ponents and home appliances is be- 
low its last year level, and unlikely 
to grow considerably for a long time 
yet. Sales abroad are own- 
ing to the world-wide slump. 
Moreover, as time goes by, the in- 
dustry is going to be increasingly ex- 
posed to the competition of products 
from the ἘΠῚ... countries, as our 
protective tariffs are gradually 
phased out. Local producers are 
already beginning to feel the com- 
petition of European articles, and 
will have to pay more and more 
attention to quality, price, and ser- 
viecing of their products. However, 
all this involves higher costs, and 
requires greater efficiency, which 
small local concerns may be unable 
to achieve. 


IN ORDER to survive and to expand 
in these adverse conditions, the 
metal industry will have to adjust 
itself, to production lines too 
small to be profitable on a limited 
scale, and concentrate on special 
projects, in which it can maintain 
some superiority. Just how this is to 
be carried out is still unclear, and 
much 15 likely to depend on the way 
local concerns find it possible to 
cooperate with foreign firms, 

For a while great hopes were pinn- 
ed on subcontracting by local 
producers for major companies 
abroad, though actual progress in 
this respect has not been impressive.

- Further prospects can hardly be en- 


couraging with local wages tending 
to rise, and redundant production 
capacity and labour available all the 
world over. Using local production 
as a supply base for contracting 
abroad also proved more risky than 
was origina)ly presumed. 

Expansion is now expected to 
proceed in two ways in particblar: 
by the participation of local firma in 
major engineering projecta due to be 
carried out here in the next few 
years (such as chemical plants, 
power stations, transport facilities), 
and by a thrust into the production of 
specialized, expensive machine 
tools, to be marketed mainly abroad 
{and partly based on acquisition of 
foreign knowhow). Another line of 
advance, mucb talked about, but still 
too little practised, is the use of 
Israe) as an export base for 
American companies anxious to get 
a foothoid in the Common Market, 
and for some European concerns ex- 
porting to the U.S. Lastly. the 
development of special products and 
designs based on 1068] skills and 
research offers a promising, though 
very uncertain, field. 

In any case, the metal industry's 
expansion will henceforth largely de- 
pend on substitution of imports, and . 
even more on export markets. Of- 
ficial plans envisage a 75 per cent in- 
crease in output during the next five 
years, with exports more than trebl- 
ing. In 1974 exports accounted for 
Jess than one-tenth of the industry's 
aggregate sales, but their share in 


. the next five years’ increment is ex- 


pected to rise to one-third. Even in 
the production of machinery — 
which is expected almost to double 
by 1979 — sales abroad are expected 
to account for one-fifth of the added 
output. 

There is no need to enlarge upon 
the challenge which this target 
presents to both management and 
labour in the metal industry. Output 
per worker would have to go up by 
about 40 per cent in the next five 
years. Even so it will not be easy to 
provide the capital required for the 
envisaged expansion, estimated to 
run to more than one third of the 
funds invested in the meta] industry 
to date,

Degpite this precaution, however, 
the Municipal Council, which is the 
-local education authority within the 
meaning of the Compulsory Educa- 
tion Law, 1949, entered a remark on 
‘the child's registration form to the 
effect that she had been registered 
after the school's quota had been fill- 
ed, and her parents were duly in- 
formed that she would have to go to 
the Maalot Dafna δῆσαι, They 
thereupon petitioned the High Court 
of Justice for an order nisi which was 
granted them. 

In the reply to the order xisi, the 
first respondent explained that in 
order to implement the policy of in- 
tegration in education the Education 
‘Department of the Municipality had 


more than two kilometres away | 
from each of the schools. As a result 
of this policy, the petitioners’ | 
daughter, together with many other | 
children in a similar position, had 
‘been placed in the Maalot Dafna 


School, at which she had been 
Section 20(1) of the State 


for the purpose of fulfilling the duty 
to send a child to school imposed by 


Zeev appeared for the petitioners 
and Mr. I. Petel for the respondents. 


JUDGMENT 
Justice Landau, who delivered the 
opinion of the High Court of Justice, 
first considered the petitioners’ ; 
that the respondents had 
failed to comply with the provisions 


r professional colleagues 
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of section 20(1) of the State Educa- 
tion Law. This argument, he noted, 
was based on the petitioners’ conten- 
tion that the term “a school near to 
his place of residence” in section 
20(1) must be construed as meaning 
“the school nearest to his place of 
residence." He could not accept this 
interpretation, held Justice Landau, 
because although it might have been 
the original intention of the 
legislature to ensure that each child 
be sent to the school nearest its 
home, as would appear from the ex- 
planatory notes to draft bill, they 
had failed to give unambigous ex- 
pression to this intention in section 
20(1) of the Law. On the contrary, 


from an examination of the wo! 
of section 20 ft would a) that all 
‘that is required is that the school be 


near to the child's home — that is 
that it be not more than two 
Kilometres away, as laid down in 
rule 7(b)(1) of the Compulsory 
Edueation (Re; ation) Rules, 
1959. As the [ot Dafna School is 
within two kilometres of the 
petitioners’ home, their first argu- 
ment was, therefore, doomed to 
failure.

this was clear: by means of ἃ 
registration of this nature the 
respondents reserved to themselves 
the right to attach the child td 
whichever school was more ap- 
propriate for their integration 
programme. 

However, held Justice Landau, 
while the Registration Rules do 
provide for children as 
being ‘‘outside the quota,"’ the pur- 
pose of this type of registration is to 
ensure that those children who were 
registered first in any particular 
school, and thus came within the 
quota, would be ensured of a place in 
that achool. It was impossibie, 
therefore, he held, to turn the matter 


of the school quota into an instru- 


pect heg bogey aa would 
completely negate the ciple 
“first come, first served." 
The respondents had argued, 
however, Justice Landau went on to 
note, that the use to which they had 
put the registration rules were not 
repugnant to the purpose for which 
the rules were made, and had relied 
for this argument on H.C. 152/71 — 
the Kramer case (1 P.D. 25/769), in 
which the High Court had given its 
blessing to the aim of educational in- 
tegration. But, he held, while the 
High Court certainly approved of the 
aim of reform for purposes of social 
integration in the schoo! system, the 
present case must be hed 
from 4.C. 152/71. For while in the 
latter the High Court had found that 
the Education Department's in- 
tegration measures were not repug-

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EYES ON LEBANON 


FIERCE FIGHTING, with scores of casualties, has once more 
spread throughout Beirut and indeed to most of Lebanon’s 
major cities. All efforts by the joint Christian-Moslem recon- 
ciliation committee to impose a truce on the warring factions 
seem to have failed. With the latest round in Lebanon's civil 
strife entering its fourth week, it appears that what is hap- 
pening there is no longer simply a series of sectarian clashes, 
but an outright threat to the democratic, moderate regime of 
Israel’s northern neighbour. With the terrorist PLO taking an 
increasing share in the fighting, using its own artillery to 
support Moslem militia units, October, 1975, in Lebanon bears 
an increasing resemblance to Jordan's September, 1970. Thera 
. Temains one vast difference: the Government in Beirut is less 
determined and far weaker, both politically and militarily, than 
King Hussein was five years ago. 
One of the first influential Arab leaders to have drawn the

With the Syrian border only a short drive from Beirut, 
President Assad's regime would obviously stand to gain most 
from such a decision. Damascus has for some time been con- 
templating the take-over of Lebanon’s Moslem areas and 
would eagerly seize on the opportunity for doing so under cover 
of an Arab summit initiative. It is hardly likely that Sadat 
will have overlooked such a contingency. Perhaps he would 
prefer Lebanon to be controlled by Syria than by the PLO; 
he may even conend the prose of Lebanon to Assad’s regime 
as a reasona’ price for winning Syria's support for his 
policy of interim accord with Israel.

advance and to enable the formation 
of reserve units. 

I make no attempt to belittle the 
effectiveness of the enemy's anti- 
tank missiles, but the tank-va-anti- 
tank weapon contest is as old as ar- 
moured warfare itself. There have 
been gloomy predictions of the 
tank’s immediate demise aq an 
effective weapon with the advent of 
each new counter-measure and yet it 
is still with us asya decisive weapon. 

The casuaities'‘sustained by the Ar- 
moured Corps because of these mis- 
siles were mainly due to a sad lack of 
appreciation of their effectiveness in 
the hands of infantrymen and sub- 
sequent mistaken planning.
